REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
For the Year Ending December 31, 1955 


What do we want from life? Health, Happiness, 
security, Prosperity? Note that, we as Public Health 
Nurses, place priority on Health. With Health as a basis, 
happiness, security, and prosperity will follow. Without 
Health, one cannot enjoy the other three requisites. Shall 
we, in planning and working together in 1956, keep these 
things upmost in our minds? Effort, understanding and 
cooperation must be our watchwords. 

In 1955, 16 nursing days were spent in Thorndike. 

Included were home visits to families presenting 
individual problems; consultation school visiting, dis- 
cussions with town officials on mutual health problems 
and programs. 

Child Health Conference services were made avail- 
able to parents of infant and preschool children at the 
Unity conference which is staffed by a pediatrician. Inter- 
ested community members provided transportation, and 
town funds have paid for immunizing materials for its 
own children. This may be a solution to future Child 
Health Conference services for Thorndike. 

Also Thorndike transported its children to the Polio 
Vaccinations held in Unity. 37 children to date have been 
protected against this disease. 

In 1956, audiometer testing for hearing is planned. 
This will include children from the fourth grades and up. 

Have you, as community members, given any thought 
to a school physical examination program? Many com- 
munities are offering this yearly to all children in the 
second, fifth, and eighth grades. Unsuspected defects 
have been discovered and corrected before permanent 
damage could occur. Perhaps you would like to discuss ~ 
this service and incorparate it into your own school 
system in 1956.

During the past winter months we have had some 
controversy regarding the heat and its control at the 
schools. These buildings are equipped with pot burners 
of 50,000 B. T. U. capacity. They have been installed 
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approximately ten years. Since these stoves are measured 
at full capacity for average temperatures they must 
work at full capacity the most of the time. The results 
are badly worn fans and the heat conductors on the 
inside are burned through. In the budget the item of . 
repairs calls for a recommended appropriation of $1,200. 
Prices for new stoves for all schools or a small furnace 
for the Washington School. This has been left open for 
discussion at the annual meeting. The school committee - 
would like the assistance of public opinion before making 
a change. 

For your information there has been constructed a 
small chart containing the annual tuition of each, the 
charges for the fall term, name of pupil and grade of 
pupil registered. The tuition account not only changes 
according to numbers but a gradual increase in annual 
costs. Since the payment of the fall bills there are several 
changes in pupil registration.

For improvements during the past year, the ceiling 
of both buildings have been insulated, the Washington 
school painted inside and out and the Roosevelt School 
painted on the inside only. 

The rooms at the Washington School have a very 
large registration besides several grades in each. This 
makes a difficult teaching position. At present several 
procedures have been mentioned, yet none approved. 
More information will be supplied at a later date if 
some definite solution receives support. The community 
school seems to be the answer for many of these problems. 

In closing, I wish to thank the teachers, school com- 
mittee and citizens who have assisted in our educational 
program.

True, we have better oppor- 
tunities to learn the latest trends in medical and psychi- 
atric fndings since nearly every home has contact with 
large centers through radio, TV, authentic newspaper 
and magazine articles.

Awareness of a problem alerts us to do something about 
it: 

Have we done “something” about Polio, not only in 
our community, but as American citizens shouldering our 
responsibilities in the all-out war to stamp out this dread 
disease? 7 Polio clinics have been held in Unity, and all.in 
the age group from birth through nineteen years, in 
Thorndike have been invited. 64 children have been pro- 
tected.

The same is true of the monthly Child Health Con- 
ferences held in Unity. All parents with infants and 
pre-school children in Thorndike are invited.

Thorndike has a serious water problem in regard to 
its schools. Something must be done about this. You do 
not expect your children to go to school all day without 
drinking water available and you do not want them to 
drink water that has been condemned. There is also a 
school building problem to consider. The Washington 
School has about all that it can accomodate under the 
present conditions. 

We shall soon be faced with a tremendous high school 
and tuition problem. At present we are vaying tuition for 
20 students. In a few years this will climb to 40-45 stu- 
dents, or about double the present cost. An area high 
school might help to solve the problem or a more favor- 
able price might be obtained from one of the neighboring 
schools if the town contracted for all or a large part of 
its students to attend one school. 

I wish to thank teachers and townspeople for help- 
ing to make this a good school year.
